1. In mid-Februsry 1952, it was reported that an increasing number of Polish 
soldiers are being mived to Swinoujscie (Swinemuende) from Szczecin (Stettin) , 
and that these troops continue to wear the same unifoims, including caps with 
ared band. Ageersing to rumors which circulated in connection with this 
increase inthe” Polish garrison, the new arrivals were to be outfitted with 
naval uniforms and were to be assigned to naval infantry and naval artillery units.

2 At 0430 on 24 February 1952 a motorized field artillery regiment which is 
stationed in Szczecin left its barracks at. ulica Mickiewicza and Aleja 
Piastow and proceeded to the military camp at Trzebiatow. (Treptow an der 
Rega 055/193). vticeets near the regimental barracks wera. closed off and _ 
guarded by KBW units. It was expected that the regiment would be used for 
testing the new Polish winter uniform. an 25x11 
engineering regiment and an artillery regiment were testing this new uniform 
at the Trzebiatow camp, The same uniform was being tested by a liaison 
regiment and an infantry regiment which are part of the Bydgoszcz Corps 
Command at the military camp at Pila. The new uniform is made at the Bielsko 
factory west of Krakow, and uses a material woven from wool and nylon and has 
& nylon padding. Soldiers state that the uniform is warm and dirt-resistant, 
but that it is nonporous. As of 15 Merch 1952, this regiment had nov returned 
to Szezecin. ; 


3. The 5th Fagineer Regiment and the 17th Tndepenaent Engineer Battalion are 
stationed at Podjuchy (Podejuch ~ 054/955), sofith of Szczecin. . 


4. The coast eetiiery emplacements along the Polish coast are to be equipped
